Ro nald Reagan’s Orego n back­ 
ers say their pro spects in the 
Republican 
presidential 
pri­ 
mary rest with a man who is 
no t o n the Orego n ballo t—Go v. 
Nelso n A. Ro ckefeller o f New 
Yo rk. 
“ Will the Ro ckefeller peo ple 
campaign intensively fo r write- 
in vo tes? And ho w successful 
will they be? That will be the 
key fo r us,” say s Fred Van Nat- 
ta. directo r in Orego n o f an un­ 
sanctio ned 
campaign 
fo r the 
Califo rnia go verno r. 
Ro ckefeller’s 
backers 
have 
no t disclo sed their plans. 
Reagan and Richard M. Nix o n 
are alo ne o n the May 28 Repub­ 
lican presidential primary elec­ 
tio n ballo t. 
Reagan has no t campaigned 
in Orego n altho ugh he has given 
at least three speeches in the 
state since he became go verno r 
o f Califo rnia. But his campaign­ 
ers are wo rking full blast fo r 
him here. 
An estimated 1,000 vo lunteers 
are distributing abo ut 120,000 
pieces o f campaign literature o n 
street co rners and in do o r-to - 
do o r campaigning. Orego n has 
438,000 registered Republicans. 
Ten televisio n advertisements 
are being used, ranging fro m 20 
seco nds to a half-ho ur. Van Nat- 
ta estimates the televisio n bill 
will be $50,000, and the to tal 
campaign co st will be $85.000. 
He say s half o f this co mes fro m 
Orego n co ntributio ns, the rest 
fro m the Natio nal Citizens fo r 
Reagan o rganizatio n. 
Nix o n fo rces dispute his fig­ 
ures. Alan K. Abner, Nix o n’s 
campaign co o rdinato r in Ore­ 
go n, 
estimates 
the 
Reagan 
backers have spent at least 
$300,000 and say s It easily co uld 
ex ceed the $400,000 he estimates 
is go ing into the Nix o n cam­ 
paign. 
Reagan received 22 per cent 
o f the vo te in Tuesday ’s Nebras 
ka primary witho ut campaign 
ing there. Since then, Van Natta 
has stepped up his activity .

Richard Poff, an ou tstanding ex ­ 
pert, that the crim e sy ndicate 
controls a “reserv oir of w’calih 
u nm atched by any financial in­ 
stitu tion in the cou ntry .” 
Bu t the nitty -gritty is in these 
lines: 
“ The absence of an adequ ate 
response at the national lev el to 
this national threat is a glaring 
failu re of the present adm inis­ 
tration.

grou ps of men within gov ern­ 
m ent com bating 
this

crim inal activ ity ov er the y ears 
has been the Organized Crime 
Section 
(OCS) of the D epart­ 
ment 
of 
Ju stice. 
Yet, 
when 
President Johnson took office, 
the nu m ber of man day s spent 
in field inv estigating by m em ­ 
bers of the OCS, the nu m ber of 
man day s spent 
testify ing be­ 
fore grand ju ries, and the nu m ­ 
ber of m an day s spent in cou rt 
all su ddenly decreased between 
50 and 7 5 per cent.” 
That 
one 
fact 
shou ld 
be 
shou ted from the hou setops nex t 
time the adm inistration deplores 
the rise in crim e. 
The attitu de one finds in offi­ 
cial Washington today to the 
v ast octopu s of organized crim e 
is best su m m ed u p by Att. Gen. 
C lark’s bru sh-off rem a rk that it 
was " a tiny pa rt” of the na­ 
tional crim e pictu re. A prev iou s 
attorney general had described 
this “ tiny part” as “ nothing less 
than a gu errilla w ar against so­ 
ciety .” 
The P resident calls for an in­ 
crease in pov erty -program dol­ 
lars pou red into the nation’s in­ 
ner cities. Bu t hear this: “ Or­ 
ganized crim e 
is taking three 
dollars 
in 
gam bling 
rev enu es 
from the u rban poor for ev ery 
two dollars that is pu t into the 
pov erty 
program 
by 
the 
na­ 
tion’s tax pay ers.” 
That the cou rts are responsi­ 
ble 
in 
part 
for 
encou raging 
crim e is also apparent when a 
series of Su prem e Cou rt deci­ 
sions are scanned. So far has 
the 
nation’s 
highest 
tribu nal 
gone to protect the gu ilty that 
its decisions no 
longer shock. 
Yet listen to this accou nt of 
how' the cou rt protects the cit­ 
izenry : 
“ In the Beasley case, police 
observ ed three men beating and 
robbing an elderly m an on the 
streets 
of 
Washington, 
D.C. 
When they approached, the as­ 
sailants fled, leav ing their v ic­ 
tim behind. Police gav e chase 
and apprehended one m an, and 
retu rned with him to the scene 
of the crim e to aid the v ictim 
and radio for help. There was 
thu s an inev itable confrontation 
between the su spect and the v ic­ 
tim, and the form er was posi­ 
tiv ely identified by the latter as 
one of his assailants. The iden­ 
tification m ade on the spot was 
ru led inadmissible ev idence (by 
the Su prem e Cou rt) becau se the 
alleged assailant did not hav e 
an attorney present when 
he 
confronted the v ictim on the 
street, 
im m ediately 
following 
the crim e.” 
The Beasley case is, of cou rse, 


one of m any falling into a cate­ 
gory that m akes police work 
m ore difficu lt each y ear and 
leads 
to 
eight 
acqu ittals 
for 
ev ery conv iction—a figu re, Mr. 
Nix on knows, that is not lost on 
crim inals. 
Mr. Nix on also deals with the 


shamefu l low salaries of police 
officers and the failu re to u se 
modern methods in the enforce­ 
ment of the law. These and his 
recom m endations are worth ex ­ 
tended discu ssion in this space.

lau ghing and singing freedom j 
songs, 
hu t 
P ercy 
ru bbed 
his 
j 
knees nerv ou sly and pleaded for 
a ride back to Memphis. 


“ Please, su h,” he entreated to 
a white m arch sy m pathizer he 
had ov erheard was retu rning by 
car, “ I been with the m arch 
m ost a week now, and I ’se aw ­ 
fu l sick.” To prov e it, he folded 
his arm s across his belly and 
rocked forward with a dismal 
ex pression on his black face. 


Ou tside on the chu rch lawn, a 
bu rly y ou ng Negro v eteran of 
Vietnam was showing a y ou ng 
adm irer some of the ru diments 
of personal combat. 


“ You 
knee 
him 
here,” 
he 
gestu red 
instru ctiv ely , 
“ and 
then y ou wheel him arou nd like 
this and giv e him a chop here 
. . .” as the hoy giggled and a 
knot of state troopers w'atched 
impassiv ely 
from 
across 
the 
street. 
Bu t P ercy Lov e, who had lost 
his fight in hu ndreds of miles 
of walking behind a sharecrop­ 
pe r’s mu le, ju st wanted to go 
home. 
The m an with the chin hair 
(Memphis 
March 
co-ordinator 
Jam es Bev el) had come to his 
home to u rge him to join the 
m arch 
to 
Washington, 
Percy 
said. 
“ He said it wou ld help u s poor 
peoples to get some things we 
need,” he said. 
The m arch people had treated 
him ju st fine, he added. He had 
enjoy ed the day s with them. 
Bu t as the rigors of the m arch 
becam e obv iou s and talk spread 
of possible confrontations with 
angry 
whites, 
P ercy 
lost 
his 
willingness to dem onstrate. His 
59 y ears as a poor Mississippi 
Negro had program m ed him to 
a show of abject meekness and 
hu mility before white folks, not 
encou nters 
with 
Mace, 
billy 
clu bs and tear gas. 
“ I ’m 
ju st 
not 
u p 
to 
the 
m arch ,” he wheedled. “ Besides, 
my wife is poorly and I c a n’t 
leav e her home alone.” 
As a representativ e of the na­ 
tion's poor, P e rc y ’s credentials 
are impeccable. Jobless, aging 
and looking 12 y ears older than 
he claim s to he, he liv es in a 
rotting one-room hou se in sou th 
Memphis with a wife so chroni­ 
cally ill she rarely stirs ou t o f 
bed all day . 
Until 16 y ears ago, he farm ed 
“ half ’n’ half” on a few su n­ 
baked acres in the Missisippi 


delta. “ Sometimes I cou ld clear 
a little something, u su ally not,” 
he said. 
Then modern farm m achinery 
pu t the sharecropper’s mu le ou t 
of 
sty le, 
and 
with 
the 
mu le 
gone, P ercy went to the city to 
find work. 
“ I 
cou ldn’t 
ru n 
them 
m a ­ 
chines,” he said. 
He worked for the city of 
Memphis for fiv e y ears before 
“ stom ach trou ble” got him a 
disability 
retirem ent, 
with 
monthly 
welfare 
pay m ents. 
Most of that, he said, goes for 
medicine for him and his wife 
and rent for their shack. 
He had looked forw ard to see­ 
ing Washington, 
D.C. 
Bu t he 
I had done some trav eling in his 
day —oh, y es—his bossm an had 
taken him along to do some de- 


j liv ering down in Montgomery , 
I Ala., and in A rkansas and Ten* 
|nessee. 
Bu t he was sorry he cou ldn’t 
continu e the march. And with a 
self-consciou s 
hand 
at 
his 
mou th, 
he 
tried 
to articu late 


i throu gh nearly toothless gu ms 
why he thou ght the m arch wras 
; taking place. 
“ The m an who asked me to go 
along said something abou t we 
going to m arch for freedom ,” 
said Percy . 
And w hat was that? 
P e rc y ’s ey es looked aside and 
downward, away from his white 
interv iewer. Well, now, he did­ 
n’t know for su re, hu t m ay be 
it w'as like they say at the re ­ 
v iv al . . . it m eans . . . u h . . . 
hcloin’ y ou r neighbor, y es su h, 
that w hat it means. 
He had heard abou t the black 
power people, and he said ca re­ 
fu lly that m ay be they w eren't 
so had becau se they “ seem ed 
to he try ing to help u s folks who 
don’t hav e any thing.” 
Bu t it was hard for him to 
know 
abou t 
these 
things, 
he 
said, becau se he nev er w'ent to 
school, nev er learned to read or 
write. And a telev ision set is not 
am ong the m eager fu rnishings 
of his grease-streaked shack. 
He allowed that might hav e 
m ade a difference in his life, if 
he cou ld hav e learned to read 
and write. Bu t it was too late 
to w orry abou t su ch things now 
when all he wanted was a ride 
to Memphis becau se he was too 
tired and sick to go on with 
the m arch. 
Across Mississippi, Tennessee, 
North Carolina, the y ou ng folks 
cou ld ride the mu le trains and 
bu ses and sing and chant their 
freedom songs and m ake their 
dem ands. 
Bu t P ercy Lov e, 
for whom 
“ freedom ” had long ago lost 
any meaning or hope, was hap­ 
py to finally get his ride hack, 
and tru dge u p the street to his 
home in a sou th Memphis Ne­ 
gro slu m.

The Jacoby transfer bid is 
easy to learn. Specifically when 
your 
partner 
opens 
one 
no- 
trump, 
the 
two diamond 
re­ 
sponse is a tranfer to hearts and 
the opening bidder rebids two 
hearts unless he has a maxi­ 
mum no-trump with very good 
hearts in which case he may re­ 
bid three hearts. The two heart 
response is a spade transfer in 
the same manner. 


The responding hand is unlim­ 
ited in strength. You may trans­ 
fer with a bad hand and inten­ 
tion of passing at the two level 
or you may transfer on your 
way to a slam.

The thinkers, headed by Dr. 
Louis L. Bright, research direc­ 
tor of the U.S. Office of Educa­ 
tion, laid 
the groundwork 
for 
two federally financed “ future 
centers” 
recently 
announced. 
One is to he run by the Stanford 
Research Institute, Menlo Park, 
Calif.; the other by 
Syracuse 
University in New York. 


In a series of interviews, the 
educators emphasized that their 
goal—and that of the centers—is 
to determine possibilities rather 
than plans. But they generally 
envision a society 30 years from 
now in which: 


—Children will 
start 
school 


studying 
regularly 
throughout 
their lives. 


—Adults in nearly all work 
classifications, including profes­ 
sionals and top executives, wall 
have to he retrained about ev­ 
ery 10 years because of the out­ 
pouring of new knowledge and 
because machines and comput­ 
ers will be taking over their 
jobs. 


—Most students will attend 
the equivalent of two years of 
college. 


—Youngsters and adults alike 
will use new techniques and 
materials which permit them to 
learn on their own, in or out of 
school. 


—Traditional 
boundaries be­ 
tween school and work will he 
erased; 
work-study 
programs 


will be common. 


—Subject matter will empha­ 
size 
general 
principles 
and 
methods of thinking and learn­ 
ing rather than specialized in­ 
formation that quickly becomes 
outdated. • 


—Students 
will 
be 
taught 
more 
about 
how 
to 
express 
themselves, 
how to 
get along 
with others and how to live full­ 
er lives. 


Starting youngsters in school 
at age 3 is expected, Bright 
says, 
because 
research 
has 
shown that the learning experi­ 
ence of children prior to normal 
school age has “ a tremendous 
and permanent impact on their 
abilities to learn.” 
He said the change should 
raise the learning capacity of 
most children and greatly im­ 
prove 
the 
performance 
of 
youngsters 
from 
poor 
back­ 
grounds. 
The educators expect a great 
increase in the amount and effi­ 
ciency of learning from use of a 
technique, now in developmen­ 
tal 
stages, called Individually 
Prescribed Instruction—IP I.
